Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 25-27 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hudziak et al US 5720937 or 5772997. The reasons for this rejection are of record in 
paper no. 20, mailed 1/22/03. 

Applicant has not provided any new arguments to this rejection. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-24 remain allowed.
